It 
was too late, however,-to head off the 
hurst of indignation that had swept 
nver the legislative body, supposed to 
have been friendly to. Zelaya.' The an- 
nouncement .of'the adjournment was 
greeted with -hisses and 'when Corda 
left the building he was given anxova- 
lion.

Later Dr. Madriz arrived in the city

Th« crowd had become emboldenet 


by the non-interference of the police 
and violent denunciations of the pres- 
ent, reslme n-ere 
voiced 
apparently 


without thought of a possible conse- 
quence. 


In the confusion of shouts one could 


make out "Viva Mexico." "Long live 
the United States." "The handwriting 
is on the wall." 


Corda was released 
but 
recently 


from the penitentiary. 


Following a demonstration at Cor- 


da's hotel the crowd moved 
to the 


home of Henry Caldern, the United 
States vice consul. Here they cried 
"Live Estrada," "Live the revolution," 
"Live the United States." 
Still the 


police did not interfere and the tramp- 
ing and shouting went on until the 
people had tired themselves out. 


There is a. rumor here that General 


Estrada was captured during a battle 
at Rama, but no confirmation of the 
story'Is possible here.

sicians Issued this bulletin: 


"The king's condition is very good 


as a result of the operation." 


Felt Much Relieved. 


When, following the operation, his 


majesty regained 
consciousness, he 


was told of what had been accomp- 
lished and expressed satisfaction. Ho 
said that the removal of the obstruc- 
tion in the intestines afforded him 
marked Velief.

the ultimate* recovery of the royal pa- 
tient.

chance and the medical men had not 
been optimistic.

KING LEOPOLD. 


New York, Dec. 14.—Stanley Robi- 


son, owner of the St. Louis National 
league club, carried around today the 
balance of power which probably will 
determine the outcome of the contest 
between John M. Ward 
and 
John 


Heydler for the presidency of the Na- 
tional league. Five voles are neces- 
sary for an election, and Philadelphia. 
Brooklyn. New York and Chicago were 
campaigning for Ward, while Cincin- 
nati. Pittsburg and Boston lined up 
for Heydler with Ban Johnson, presi- 
dent of the American lea.gue. as a 
member of the national 
committee, 


fighting openly against Ward. 


"I have not made up my mind what 


to do," said Hoblson today. 
"I may 


vote for either Heydler or Ward."

Estrada Now Has'2,400 Men. 


Gen Estrada now has 2;400 men and 


looks forward to an early engagement 
that will result in a decisive victory 
for the insurgents. Estrada announces 
that his first step preliminary to join- 
ing Morales and other leaders in a 
combined attack upon Managua, will 
be the surrounding of Vasquez, which 
movement Estrada thinks is partly ac- 
complished now. General Vasquez has 
reconcentrated. his troops in the hills 
overlooking the MIco river, a few miles 
from Rama. 


Vasquez's right is threatened 
by 


General Luis Mena, who has taken up 
a position nine miles south on the 
Rama river. On the other flank.of the 
government a.rmy is General Fornaz 
Diaz, whose troops occupy a strong 
position on the Sigua river. As the 
Mico river flows between the Ram and 
Sigua rivers, Vasquez Is hemmed In on 
either side.

Estrada's Plans. 


Estrada, plans simultaneous move- 


ments by Diaz and Mena cutting off 
the retreat of the enemy to the north 
or south, when Gen Chamorro delivers 
a frontal attack. 
The plan is com- 


plete and the inauguration of the cam- 
paign awaits only the arrival of artil- 
lery and additional ammunition, which 
are expectced daily by steamer. 


General V-j.squez apparently recog- 


nizes the advantage of the insurgents 
as he continues to send messengers to 
the rebel camps, seeking a compro- 
mise. 
These messengers 
invariably 


are turned back with the statement 
that Gen. Chamorro will consider noth- 
ing save unconditional surrender.

The fire'started on the second floor 


of the building and was due to the 
upsetting of a kerosene lamp during 
a quarrel between tenants. 


The building was old and of wood 


and the flames spread rapidly to the 
stairways and hallways, cutting off 
escape. 


When the sleeping inmates awoke 


they found the building full of smoke. 
Many rushed to the windows and oth- 
ers to the roof. The firemen and po- 
licemen rescued some, but others were 
too frightened to heed the cries of the 
rescuers and threw themselves from 
the windows. Some 
of 
these were 


caught in blankets held below, 
others fell to the sidewalk. Four o: 
the dead were found on the upper 
floors of the building. Mrs. Hender- 
son was clasping her dead child Rutl 
in her arms. Her two other children 
•tvere discovered in an adjoining room 
They had been suffocated by smoke.

New York, Dec. 14.—Capl. August

before the committee which is to pass 
on Cook's records. 


"In fact," Loose said, "I think, it 


necessary for me arid Durikle to go 
there and explain the part w« took in 
helping Cook In completing the records. 
I can speak to the professors at Co- 
penhagen university in Norwegian and 
tell them- how I figured altitudes to 
correspond with .Cook's statements of 
longitude and latitude. He did not have 
altitudes. An explanation with my fig- 
ures Is necessary if the truth is .to be 
known, and It will be better understood 
by the Copenhagen authorities if they 
hear It In the Norwegian tongue. 


Would Meet Cook Faoa to Face. 


"I -want to meet Cook face to face 


there and '.ell him that I doctored the 
records he showed me of his trip. I 
do ' not- know whether my 
figures 


were included by Cook in his data sent 
to .Copenhagen.. But let the commit- 
tee question Cook and me.

$72,493 has been received In cash, as 
announced last night, the remainder 
has been subscribed, payable In Install- 
ments, due at various times up to flve 
years. Rev. J. C. Hartzell, D. D., LL. 
D.. bishop of Africa, through whose ef- 
forts the money was raised, was the 
only orher speaker of the evening. He 
followed Mr. Taft. 


"It Is not. perhaps, 
appropriate," 


«ald the president, "to date a religious 
movement from a war, but It does seem 
to me as If our people acquired a world 
feeling from the time we undertook the 
responsibilities of freeing Cuba and 
saying what should be done by our 
neighbors with reference to internal 
government when that Internal gov- 
ernment seemed to us to pass the 
bound of what we thought to be civil- 
ization. 


"We began our war, expecting to 


finish It shortly, and we landed in the 
Philippines, and we are there still: but 
our horizon has widened much beyond 
these gems, of the Pacific ocean by 
reason of the responsibilities which we 
have been obliged to assume with 
reference to the.entire world.

sue Work on World's 


; 
* 


Financial Systems. 


\Vashinton, Dfc. 14.—A library of 


over one score volumes, treating on 
the banking- apd monetary systems of 
all the civilized nations Is to be pub- 
lished during the corning year under 
the auspices of the national monetary 
commission. 
The works have been 


prepared 
by leading 
authorities in 


America. England 
and 
Europe and 


they supply 
information concerning 


the modern development of the finan- 
cial systems of the world that at pres- 
ent is absolutely lacking- in English 
banking literature. 


When Senator Aldrich and the com- 


mission in the summer of 1908 start- 
ed their research into the best means 
of modifying the banking and credit 
system they were surprised to find a 
large vacuum in literature on bank- 
ins. 
In the English language, they 


found, there was hardly a work deal- 
ing with the practical operations of 
the banks in France. Germany and 
other European countries. 


Prepares Encyclopedia. 


So the commission was forced to 


compile its own Information. 
The 


publications which it has in press or 
is preparing for the press constitute a 
library of banking without eaual In 
the literature of any country, and con- 
tain information of such value to the 
world of finance that the commission 
issuer] last night a statement urging 
all bankers, business men and stud- 
ents of finance to avail themselves of 
.the opportunity to study backing con- 
ditions in all lands. 


The statement outlines the scope of 


the forthcoming publications. One of 
the early volumes 
to 
be published 


contains interviews held by represen- 
tatives of the commission, with the 
managers or directors of most of the 
large banks in England. France, Ger- 
many, Switzerland. Italy and Scot- 
land. 
The interviews were gtenog- 


raphically reported and they make a 
volume of 500 pages covering the act- 
ual customs governing the .operations 
of the different sorts of banks. 


In each of the leading countries also 


the co-operation of the most com- 
petent, financial experts was secured 
In the preparation of reports covering 
their banking history and current 
banking practices. On the list of col- 
laborators are the names of the edit- 
ors of most of the world'* leading 
financial journals and of the univers- 
ity experts on finance and banking In 
France, Germany, England and the 
United States. 


In Germany, which has an abund- 


ant literature on banking, a series of 
volumes was selected by the •com- 
mission for translation, including the 
twenty-fifth anniversary 
volume of 


the Reichsbank, published in Berlin'in 
1900, and a great number of the more 
recent articles relating to the pend- 
ing renewal of the Reichsbank char- 
ter:
